land 2 were with one or two .exceptions the 
same—namely: to accumplish the work in 
drawing laid down required more than double 
the allotted time; that pasting was a nuisance 
with no compensating benefit; that clay work 
as done in most of the schools was a complete 
loss of time; that though the special teacher 
only said do wnat zou can of the work 
laid out the regular teacher was always made 
uncomfortable and to feel that her work had 
been neglected, if she failed to accomplish it. 
All reported that reading music was taught in 
their primary grades and most advised against 
it. To Nos, 4 and 5 the replies were equally 
unanimous that physical culture was a benefit, 
but that it was too much supervised; that the 
regular teacher could do fully as well with the 
instructions she had if the school-room 
were visited oncé a month. From 
these letters, said Mrs.. Flower, “I have 
come to these eonciusions: Drawing as an 
art should have no place in the common 
schools, but that drawing as a factor in edu- 
cation, in training eye and hand and cultivat- 
ing the powers of observation, is a necessity 
ana should be limited to its proper sphere. 
Music as a science is equally out of place in 
the primary grades. Physical culeure should 
be taught by the regular teacher, with such 
assistance as can be given by one special 
teacher to a district. 

In closing Mrs, Flower spoke in favor of

Some Salaries Increased, 


The question ot increasing a few teachers’ 
salaries stirred up Mr. Badenoch’s feelings to 
a high pitch of resentment against the meth- 
ods now in vogue. Mr. Brenan, Chairman of 
the Com mitte on School Management, called 
up a report that was sidetracked at the last 
meeting giving a list of twelve or fifteen 
teachers reconimended for an advance to the 
third, fourth, and fifth year salary grades and 
moved ite adoption. 

What is the object.“ Mr. Badenoch in- 
quired, of coming forward at every meeting 
year after yeat with recommendations that 
somebody's salary be increased? Is it simply 
because we want to pay so much extra? In 
my opinion it is ridiculous.” 

Half adozen members explained that the 
action was simply following an old and long 
established rule. Then I object to the rule, 
exclaimed Mr. Badenoch. It is not a good 
one and ought to be wiped out. 

Miss Burt enlightened the meeting by stat- 
ing that Mr. Badenoch understood neither the 
subject nor the situation. The report was 
adopted.

CARTER HARRISON ON “ FADS.” 


They Shouldn’t Be Taught at the Expense 
of the Rudiments. 

The plank in the Democratic Mayoralty 
platform—which will be found in full else- 
where—referring to the public schools and 
fads is so vague that Tuz Trrsunz sent a re- 
porter yesterday for information as to its 
meaning to the man who would naturally be 
supposed te know all about it. 

Carter H. Harrison, the nominee of the 
Democratic convention for Mayor of Chicago, 
was behind his d in the Times office yester- 
day. His slouch Hat was on the desk before 
him and piles of letters and manuscripts and 
law books overflowed upon neighboring chairs. 


‘Mr. Harrison was willing to talk on the topics 


of the municipal campaign, but-he would not 
let the interview go without his first revising 
it. Here it is revised: 

„What is your opinion on the 4 of 
fads in the public schools? ”’ 

„That is a question which I cannot answer 
hurriedly in detail, I have no time to go into 
details. I wall say this, however. All children 
in Chicago should be given the opportunity to 
learn the rudiments of the English language. 
There should be schools enough so that every 
child of school age should have the opportunity 
of gaining such a knowledge as would fit him 
for a future business career. That should be 
the first object of the Board of Education and 
the Mayor and the City Council should see to 
it that that opportunity is denied to no one. 
When this is done, then if there is still money 
for use in the schools, some of these less 
necessary branches might be taught with ai- 
vantage to the child. Manual training, for 
example, would, I think, be of value if properly 
taught and used as recreation and for exercise, 
I believe in leaving these matters largely to 
the scientific educators, to the men and women 
who have made education the study of their 
lives. First of all, however, give the children 
the rudiments of an education, the foundation 
on which they can afterwards build.“ 

Favor German In Advanced Grades. 

„Should German be taught in the public 
schools of Chicago?” 

“The German is a language which is 
of »great value to men and women of 
the present-day. Teaching it in the pub- 
lic schools would serve a double pur- 
pose. It would train the mind of the, child 
and at the same time give him a knowledge of 
a useful language and a splendid literature. 
Under certain restrictions, tuen, I would favor 
the teaching of German to children in ad- 
vanced grades. The children who atteud 
school only until they are 10 or 12 years old 
would be better off without a mere smat- 
tering of German that they might acquire 
during the short years of their school life. 
German might be taught with advantage in 
the higher grades of the public schools, but I 
do not consider myself competent to draw the 
line and say to what point German should be 
excluded and where it should be taken up 
again. That is a matter also for the scientific 

acher.

Clellan Had Treasonable Designs—The 
Confederate Believed That There Was 
a Purpose to Combine Both Armies and 
March Upon Washington. 

From an Occasional Cor Correspondent. } 

4 5 D. C., March 1.—A —— 
an ex-Confaderate, who has had exceptional 
opportunities for obtaining inside informa- 
tion concerning the movements and affairs of 
the Southern army is authority for the follow. 
ing story: 

The battle of Antietam was fought Sept. 
17, 1862, Immediately thereafter Gen. Lee 1s 
said to have #ceived a note or letter from 
Gen. McClellan, and its nature was of a char- 
acter to arouse Lee’s suspicions, It requested 
a conference between Lee and McClellan. 
Lee sent a copy of it to one of. his subor- 
dinates, who, after reading it, rode to Lee’s 
headquarters and said substantially: “I urge 
you to accede to McClellan’s request at once 
and meet him. There is trouble in that army over 
yonder,” pointing to the Federal camp. flres. 
Gen. Lee was disinclined to meet McClellan, 
saying any overtures from McClgilan to him 
would necessarily be construed us evidences 
of weakness on his (McClellan’s) part. If he 
met MeCiellan his action mignt be taken as 
an indication that he (Loe) felt weak too, 
aud a refusal to confer would indicate con- 
scious strength on his (Lee’s) part. 

A few hours afterward Howell Cobb was 
shown a copy of MocCiellan’s note to Lee. 
Cobb read it eagerly, and said: There is 
politics underneath this note. No commander 
would write such a note except to veil a deep 
purpose.” Then Cobb advanced the idea 
that Lee might not be disposed to meet Me- 
Clellan because of disparity im rank. 
He wanted Lees consent to have some 
corps commander meet Fitz John Porter, 
who was known to be in McClellan’s confi- 
dence. Thie proposition was mado to Lee, 
who would not approve it, Cobb was disap- 
pointed, but said: Watch the Northern pa- 
pers and you will gee something extraordinary 
in a few days. There is serious trouble in 
McClellan's army or in Washington.“ 

Something Did Occar. 

Sept. 22 came the announcement of Presi- 
dent Lincoin’s Emancipation Proclumation, 
and Gen. Lee at once understood McClellan’s 
note meant that the ‘two Generals should co- 
operate to prevent the issuance of that proc- 
lamation. Lee believed McClellan wanted 
to combine the armies, march to Washington, 
overthrow the Lincoln administration, de- 
clare the war at au end, and compel the hold- 
ing of a new Presidential election. 

All of this is said to have occurred between 
Sept. 17 and Sept. 22, 1862. The man 
says he saw McClollan’s original letter 
lives. He declines to give publicity to his rec- 
ollections for several reasons. He will not 
publish the story About a man who had been 
Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Army anda Presidential candidate without 
documentary or strong corroborative evi- 
dence. He has tried to. find ‘the McClellan 
note, but all to nd purpose. None of the sur- 
vivors of Gen. Lee's staff had it or ever saw it. 
The copy he had, with a lot of other papers, 
was destroyed. were in an ambulance, 
and the vehicle, papers, and all 3

time of its Abet occurrence, McClellan’s 
sluggish imovenjents aroused suspicion as 
to his loyalty to the administration. 
Mr. Lincoln was not disposed to free 
the slaves without recompensing their owners, 
although begged 30 to do by Statiton and 
Chase. Stanton did not believe in McClellan 
at all. One day in the fall of 1862 he was talk, 
ing with a man, how in the land of the living, 
on the question of Mr. Lincoln’s freeing the 
slaves. 

He won't do it, * ‘paid Mr. Stanton in his 
blunt way. tle won't do it, not until Me- 
Clellan has won k victory. There is trouble 
over there, trouble over there, pointing to- 
ward Virginia, where McCleilan’s army was 
in camp, Sept. 2, 1862, Gen. McClellan was 
assigned to command the army for the de 
fense of Washington. Mr. Lincoln was being 
constantly urgeil to free the a and was 
unwilling to do go. 

How the Proclamation Was Written. 

Mr, Blaine refers to this matter on pages 
439.40 of his book in the following words: 

The President kept his own counsels so closely 
and relied so confidently upon his own conclu- 
sions that it is got possible to say when he first 
seriously. entertained the thought of general 
emancipation as a war measure. Mr. George 8. 
Boutwell of Massachusetts, who enjoyed Mr. Lin- 
coln’s confidence, and who at this period of the 
contest was appointed Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, is authority for some interesting 
statements. Abont the time that the anti- 
slavery legislation was in progress Mr. 
Lincoln received a letter written by a 
loyal citizen of Louisiana containing a strong 
argament against emancipation. He depicted in 
vivid colors the bad results to flow from it and 
appealed earnestly to the President not to take 
so dangerous a stop. Without combating in de- 
tail the arguments of his correspondent, who per- 
sonally enjoyed his confidence, Mr. Lincoln said: 
Lou must not expect me to give up this govern- 
ment without playing my last card.“ 

During an interview with Mr. Lincoln after 
the adjournment of Congress in July, and when 
military disasters were falling thick and fast 
upon us, Mr. Boutwell suggested to the President 
that we could not hope to succeed until the 
slaves were emancipated. To which Mr. Lincoln 
answered: “You would not have it done now’ 
would yon? Had we not better wait for some- 
thing like a victory?’ The statement rude- 
ly made in the autamn of 1862 that . Mr. 
Lincoln had been frightened or driven into 
the issuing of the proclamation by the 
meeting of the Governors of the loyal 
States at. Altoona had no foundation in fact. 

When the President's attention was called to it 
he said: The truth is, I never thought uf the 
meeting of the Governors at all. When Lee came 
over the Potomac I made a resolve that if Me- 
Clellan drove him back I would send the procia- 
mation after him. The battle of Antietam was 
fought Wednesday, but I could not find out Until 
Saturday whether we had won a victory or lost a 
battle. It was then too late to issue it that day. 
and Sunday 1 fixed it up a little and Monday I 
let them have it. 

Urged McClellan to Move. 

Antietam was fought Sept. 17. Five days 
later, without indication as to intention, Mr. 
Lineoln issued his emancipation proclama- 
tion, giving the South unmistakable notice of 
his purpose to weaken those in rebellion’ as 
much as possible. . Nine days afterward Mr. 
Lincoln visited MeClellan’s army and urged 
an immediate movement across the Potomac 
River. Pleasonton, with his cavalry, went 
over at Shepardstown. On Oct. 6 Gen. Mo. 
Clellan was ordered to crpss and give battle 
to the enemy. Three weeks thereafter the ad- 
vance began, and on Nov. 5 an order for Me- 
Clellan's removal was issued. 

Nov there you are, old soldiers. The story 
in its various ramifications and detail will af- 
ford you no end of opportunity to settle the 
questions involved, 

Did Mr. Lincoln know of the McClellan 
note, if one existed? 

If he did, why did he not remove McClellan 
instanter, without temporizing with him for 
two months? — 

Why did Mr. Lincoln so suddenly reverse 
himself and free the slaves after repeated re- 
fasais or declinations to do so?

" GERMANY’S FINE ART DISPLAY. 


Commissioner Alquist Tells of the Famous 
Pitures That Will Be Shown. 

Schnarz Alquist, Commissioner of Fine 
Arts of the German section at the Exposition, 
has an interesting story totell about what Em- 
peror William’s country will contribute to- 
wards the display in the Fine Arts palace. Mr. 
Alquist has just returned to instal the German 
art exhibit. ‘This is what he has to say about 
the display: 

There will be about 500 works of art in our 
collection, and the work of some of the most 
distinguished artists of the world will be in 
the exhibit. There will be water colors and 
oil paintings from famous artists, like Mon- 
zel and others, and the statues in bronze and 
marble, we believe, will outrank all others. 
The interest that has been taken 
in Germany regarding the exhibit of fine arts 
has been intense, and the results have been 
magnificent. Menzel, who is one of the most 
celebrated artists of the age, and who cannot 
gain any more fame than he already has, at 
tirst declined totake any part in Germany’s art 
exhibit. He is such a busy man that he 
really did not have time to devote to any ex- 
tra undertaking. For years all of his paint- 
ings have been sold at handsome tigures before 
any of the paint was placed on the canvas, 
— it is sometimes difficult to get such 
a man to devote any time to an art exhibit 
at an exposition. Menzel said, that he had 
orders that w require his ttention for 
several, years, at first he would not listen 
to the pleas mace by the heads of the German 
Art Department. Finally, however, national 


that were never on exhibition in any 
gallery will be seen in Chicago. The entire 
art exhibit is now on its way across the water 
on a German steamer, which is expected at 
Baltimore in a day or two. The exhibit, im- 
mediately on its arrival. will be sent to Chi- 
cago, and everything will be in ‘readiness a 
month before the Fair opens. 

“The German Natioual Gallery has never 
before made loans, but this time it has de- 
parted from the usual order of things. and 
famous paintings from tne National Gallery 
will de seen in the exhibit. 

Some of the German ortists whose work 
will de seen in the collection, in addition 
to Menzel, are Liebermann, Skarbina, Hans 
von Bartelo. Fritz von Uhde, A. von Werner, 
and Baisch. The most famous German 
sculptors who have sent some of their work 
are Begas and Brutt. 

“Germany has already appropriated and 
expended 3,000,000 marks on the German ex- 
hibit,” continued Mr. Alquist, and more ap- 
propriations will be made Ide total 
amount will probably reach 56,000,000 
marks. The iron moldings, wood, etc., 
for the German Building were all sent 
from Germany, and the buildiag in 
itself is a magnificent work of art. Germany 
generally does not become enthusiastic about 
any such thing as an exhibit at an ex position. 
but this time she is considerably worked up, 
and the interest in the World’s Fair is intense. 
The Exposition at Chicago isa topic that 
is always talked about, and at every 
entertainment, at the clubs, at the theaters, 
and everywhere else this query generally is 
heard: ‘Are you going to the Columbian Ex- 
position?’ Everybody wants to go, and al- 
ready excursion parties are being arranged. 
Gerinany will certainly send its share of vis-

$2 upwards, accotding to the location of the 
deformity. At no previous inauguration have 
there been many of these wooden structures 
erected along the line over which the parade 
wiil be made next Saturday. If the expecta- 
tions of those who have put up these stands 
are realized much of the ugliness of the stands 
will be hidden, of course, by those who occupy 
them. 

: Tammany to Be Conspicuous, 

All reports to the contrary, Tammany and 
other great Democratic organizations of New 
York City and State are going to make them- 
selves conspicuous next Saturday. A walk up 
and down Pennsylvania avenue today showed 
that the various organizations which consti- 
tute the Tammany braves have engaged the 
coigns of vantage. The several buildings at 
which these several organizations have head- 
quarters are the most elaborate in the way. of 
decorations of any in the city. Aside from 
these displays by Tammany and those put out 
by the hotels and the various government 
buildings there is not a single decoration in- 
dicating that there is any interest elsewhere in 
the event of the 4th of March. : 

Willard’s is the most conspicuous of all the 
hosteiries of the city in the way of bunting 
and banners. On the Pennsylvania avenue 
front isa large portrait of Mr. Cleveland 
flanked by portraits of Lincoln and Grant.

Ten days preceding every Presidential in- 
auguration these pestiferous creatures con- 
coct, devise, create, or produce some sort of 
cheap claptraps wherewith to filch from the 
visitors their pm money, The fact that they 
appear every four years must be taken as evi- 
dence that they make enough by this sort of 
business to keep themselves from want for 
three years and days. They seem to be 
more numerous on this occasion than at any 
time heretofore, 

There is always one interesting character in 
every event of this sort. He is here today in 
the person of Benjamin Patton of Hicksville, 
O. It is the boast of Mr. Patton that he has 
been at every inauguration in Washington 
since the first of Andrew Jackson. With Mr. 
Patton inauguration is a fad. There is nothing 
to him in the politival complexion of the event. 
So long as it is au inauguration that is suffi- 
cient. He is here with the same old story and 
never fails to find a crowd of listeners in the 
corridors of Willard’s, where he always makes 
his headquarters. 

Disappoijated Over the Concert. 


Secretary Noble gave the Inauguration com- 
mittee a black eye today by refusing to allow 
the use of the Pension Office Building Sunday 
for a series of sacred concerts. Arrangements 
had been made with the Marine Band for 
three entertainments of this kind, one in the 
morning, another in the afternoon, and a 
third in the evening, dnd the program had 
been carefully examined with a view to ex- 
cluding anything approximating secuiar 
music. But when the Secretary of the Interior 
heard of the priposition, he at once notified 
tne committee that such an idea could not be 
entertained, appeals having previously been 
made to him by leading ministers of Washing- 
ton to prevent what they alle would be a 
desecration of the Sabbath. urthermore, he 
said fo a member of the Executive committee 
that they could not have the Marine Band for 
such a performance, 

“But we have that musical organization, 
Mr. Seoretary, was the rejoinder. 

“Nota bit of it,” replied the Secretary, 
for an injunction against such a proceeding 
has been laid by Secretary Tracy. 

This turned qut to be true and the aston. 
ished committeemen left the Interior Depart- 
mentto bear the ill-tid to his colleagues at 
inaugural headquarters. In consequenceof this 
decision it was determined to postpone the 
proposed concert and promenade until Tues- 
day, when three peiformances will be given 
as originally intended. 

This makes the third setback given the In- 
auguration committee since it assumed con- 
trol of matters, the preceding rebuffs being 
the action of tne Secrefaries of War and the 
Navy respectively in prohibiting the attend- 
ance of cadets from West Point and the mid- 
shipmen from Annapolis from participating 
in the inaugural parade March 4. There was 
some pretty plain language indulged in at the 
meeting of the Executive committee this 
evening, and the preachers, headed by Dr. 
Hamlin of the President's churca, were called 
fanatics and everything else except Christians. 
Some members of the committee wanted 
to incorporate 4n amendment, styling the sen- 
timent against Sunday opening as the work 
of a so-called religious element, but the better 
judgment of the other committeemen . 
vailed and the obnoxious clause was repealed.

Weird Objects at Every Turn. 


As one turns away the two legs of Victory 
(the head lies, one knows not where), set off 
by the graceful, wind-blown drapery, come 
tripping airily to meet one through the gloom 
with a free, joyous movement, while beyond, 
in the dimness of the center aisle, the 
figur *. which served as a model 
for four races stands headless, its 
arms, which terminate in the iron rods, raised 
in a heaven-compehiug gesture that seems to 
be invoking vengeance upon the creators who 
left it thus unfinishea and abject. Titanic 
horses prance and paw in ghostly silence, and 
a front section of one of these mighty chargers 
stands on its head as though he had been 
overtaken by destruction in the act of per- 
forming a circus trick.

A heroic female figure, its face 
stamped with a mortal terror, gazes 
wildly at vacancy and ciutches the 
air with the hook ¢ Capt. Cuttle. The laugh- 
ing face of a child looks up from the midst of 
a group of disconnected arms, legs, feet, and 
hands as if it had ccllided with a bomb in a 
moment of innocent glee, and beside it a tear- 
ful Madonna sits on her waist, regarding it 
with a deep, absorbing pity, which 
takes no account of her own nether 
limbs, standmg upside down several yards 
distant, A dozen paces to the right, the 
upper section of the fisherboy, resting on his 
diaphragm, contemplates his own legs, which 
stand opposite, with a critical but approving 
eye, while the hindquarters of a polar bear 
slouch by him in the gloom, and the yawning 
mouth of a tiger that seems to have been 
petrifiea in the act of reaching for him looms 
in close proximity to his head.

The atmosphere of tle place is f of the 
bizarre and the uncanny, but nothing is more 
replete with grotesque suggestiveness than the

The Commissioners immediately wrote 
to Augustus St, Gaudens, the sculptor, of this 
city, asking him to undertake the modeli 

of the statue. Mr, St. Gaudens wrote bac —. 
that he had not the time to devote to the 
modeling, but that he knew of a young woman 
—one of his pupils in the Art Students’ 
League—who was perfectly well able to uader- 
take the task to the complete satisfaction of 
the com mission. 

The matter was left with Mr. St. Gaudens, 
and Miss Mary Lawrence was chosen to work 
out the conception of Mr, St. Gaudens, great- 
ly to the pleasure of Mrs. Potter Palmer and 
the other women on the Board of Women 
Managers of the Exposition. 

The form as it stands is a trifle over six 
feet high, and represents Columbus with the 
standard of Castile and Aragon uplifted with 
the right hand, and the discoverer’s sword 
pointed downward in the left hand.

This too was con- 
firmed by the cailing for witnesses who testi- 
fied before the grand jury severa] months ago 
as to their knowledge concerning the state- 
ment that the Hawthorne race track people 
had offered Chief McClaughry $50,000, the 
same to be used in the advancement of the 
Republican campaign, if the police would 
guarantee protection to the Cicero course. It 
was also hinted at the time that one of the 
conditions of this alleged offer was that con- 
tinued opposition was to be made against the 
Gartield track, which was then in operation. 

State's-Attotney Kern left for Washington 
yesterday to attend the inauguration exer- 
cises. In his absence Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Bottum was in charge of the office. * I do not 
think the case was taken up today,” he said 
last evening, as the jurors were busy with 
the Valentine case. It will probably come 
up this morning and witnesses for the trial will 
be subpoenaed at that time.” 

Originally the charges against Ed Corrigan 
emanated from the testimcny that was given 
during a trial in Justice Woodman’s police 
court. It was there said that Chief Mc- 
Claughry had been approached by the Cor- 
rigan people and a number of witnesses were 
examined by the grand jury. Corrigan, Bren- 
nock, Maj.

Sustains the Decision. 

The Court of Appeals in New York has sustained 
a decision of Judge McAdam involving the title 
to warehouse receipts deposited as collateral 
with the First National Bank of Chicago. The 
receipts were for a shipment of California 
brandy, and, when presented to the warehouse 
men in New Vork. delivery of the goods was re- 
fused unless the Chigago bank would pay the 
tax. The receipts read that the brandy was in a 
free warehouse, whereas in fact it was in a bonded 
warehouse, The question at issue was whether 
the circumstances constituted giving of a valu- 
able consideration so as to make the bank a 
purchaser in good faith. Judge McAdam so de- 
cided and the Court of Appeals sustained him. 
Peckham & Tyler and C. A. B. Pratt represented 
the bank.

Chief McClaughry Tells Railroad Officials 
They Must Make a Choice. 

Chief McClaughry says that the Belt Line 
company must choose between the police and 
the detectives. If Pinkertons are called in he 
says police will be withdrawn. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday by the Chief at a 
conference between himself and Chicago and 
Western Indiana officials.

Subsequently the House amend- 
ment was concurred in. Senator Chapman’s 
bill providing that a person may begin suit 
against any insurance company in the county 
in which he resides was passed.

A communication was received from Gov. 
Altgeld transmitting a report of the Land 
Transfer Commission, together with a bill for 
an‘tact concerning land titles recommended 
by the commission. The report embodies the 
idea of the Torrens system of land transfer. 

Senator Sheridan’s bill requiring the ma 
jority of the directors of railroads operating 
under special charter to reside in counties 
along the line of railroad was passed. 

The bill providing that service on the agents 
of the trustees of a railroad company shall be 
held as service on such trustces was passed. 

Senator Brands presented a resolution pro- 
viding for the location of the Chester Light, 
Water and Ice company on the lands of the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary in order tw pro- 
cure pure and wholesome water, which was 
referred to the Committee on Penal ana Re- 
formatory Institutions. 

The bill introduced by Senator O’ Malley 
and favorably reported by the Committee on 
License providing for a reduction in sleeping 
car rates, was recommitted to the committee 
to allow persons opposed to the bill an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. 

The following bills were introduced: 

By Dunlap—Two bills making appropriations 
to the State University of Illinois to the amount 
of $145,000, together with the appropriation by 
Congress. 

Coppinger—Securing uniformity of fire-insur- 
ance policies.

In the House this morning Mr. Griggs pre- 
sented remonstrances of the City Council of 
Evanston and other organizatious there and 
petitions from four different societies there 
against the pas of the bill introduced by 
Representative Lyman. The Governor sub- 
mitted a reportof the Land Transfer As- 
sociation with an accompanying bill, which 
was referred to the Committeegon Judiciary.

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Senate Committee Receives More Affidavits 


ef Allegeil Wrongdoing, Though Some 
of Them Are Rather Indefinite—Sena- 
tors O’Canor and Wells Impugn the 
Motives of These Behind the Charges— 

_ * Sweating System Declared Productive 

of Much Evil. | 

Srermariziip, III., March 1.—[Special.1— 
After a lively discussion the Senate Committee 
on Penal and Reformatory Institutions de- 
cided to recothmend to the Senate that a com- 
mittee be appointed to investigate the charges 
against the ex-olficials of the Joliet Peni- 

The matter under discussion was a resolu- 
tion asking the committee to report as to 
whether these charges were sufficient to war- 
rant the appbinting of an investigating com- 
mittee. Senator Thiele moved that the rec- 
ommendation be made that a committee be 
appointed. Senator Wells moved as a 
substitute that action be postponed for 
one week anid that ex-Warden McClaughry, 
Contractor Brainerd, and some of the 
ex-Commissioners be invited to come before 
the committee and reply to the affidavits on 
file. This was voted down, there being7 
yeas and 9 nays. The original motion was 
carried on a bote of 9to 8 Those voting in 
the affirmative were Arnold, Barnes, Brand, 
Johnson, Mahoney, Niehaus, O'Malley, 
Seibert, and Thiele. Those voting in the 
negative were Anderson, Aspinwall, Dunlap, 
Ferguson, unter, O’Conor, Wells, and 
Zearing. Senator Anderson and one or two 
other Republicans explained their votes, stat- 
ing that they did pot feel wal anted in voting 
for an investigation for the reason that 
affidavits on file did not warrant it, and that 
an opportunity had not been given to those 
against whom the charges had been made to 
be heard. 

A number of additional affidavits were pro- 
sented to thé committee by E. Meers 
Mayor Haley of Juliet before thes discussion 
took place. These affidavits covered the same 

und as those previously presented and had 
Fun with the ditch contract and the alleged 
pardon brokerage business and the charge 
that the officials had used convict labor for 
private purposes.

By far the most interesting featurs of the 
meeting was the rubbing which Senator 
Wells and Senator O’Conor gave some of the 
members of the committee, and there is no 
doubt that they will be strongly sup- 
ported on the floor of the Senate 
when the fight comes up there. Senator 
Wells thought it unfair that the committee 
should push the investigation without hearing 
from those against whom the charges had 
been made. He said it had been cut and 
dried that the committee would make a favor- 
able report upon the resolution and that the 
charges were prejudged. He had heard two 
or three members of the committee state last 
week that the resolution would be acted on 
favorably, and he felt assured that when the 
matter wus referred to the committee it was 
the intention of certain members to demand 
an investigation, no matter what the evidence 
produced by the Joliet people was. 

Senator ©’Copvor in opeumg his remarks 
took occasion to refer to an article printed in 
a Chicago evening paper yesterday, and char- 
acterized the paper and its editor in uncom- 
plimentary terms. 80 far as Maj. Me- 
Claughry and Mr. Brainard were concerned, 
he said, he had but slight acquaintance with 
them, and he was not interested in the wel- 
fare of either one of them. 

O’Cenor’s. Arraignment. 


I am opposed to this resolution on princi- 
ple, he said. “It was not conceived in in- 
tegrity, and there is some dishonest motive 
behind it. I do not care? what is said in the 
papers regarding my position. Stop and ask 
the question: Who is this man Cooney? The 
detective and the spy that originated the 
whole business. What are his motives? Answer 
this question and you will have wmore 
reason for attaching suspicion to the other 
side than you will to those against whom the 
charges are made. I have no reference to 
the gentlemen here now. Whether they are 
acting as paid attorneys is of no consequence 
tome. I made the remark that Muyor Haley 
is acting as an attorney and I secured that in- 
formation from the present Democratic Com- 
missioners of the Joliet Penitentiary. When 
he applied for the information he told the 
Com missioners that he did so in the capacity 
of an attorney. I donot want Mr. Haley or 
any one else to state that I am doing some- 
thing I have no right to do.“ 

Mr. O’Conor then reviewed some of the 
specifications, statmg that the charges were 
not well founded, and said if anything was 
wrong the courts were open. So far as the 
evidence that Pete Weast had purchased his 
pardon was concerned Mr. O’Conor said he 
was Weast’s attorney at the time he was con- 
victed and he thought that if any such thing 
had occurred he would know something about 
it. He said there was nothing in the charge 
that Maj. McClaughry hud attempted to se- 
cure the rardon of Driggs and ridiculed the 
alleged certified copy of correspondence. 

From the tone of the remarks made by 
Senators Brand, Barnes, Thiele, and others it 
was clear that there was a good deal of pol- 
itics mixed in with their motives. Senator 
Mahoney said, so far as he was concerned, if 
there was a disposition to prejudice the case 
he did not know it. ü 


REPORT ON EVILS OF SWEAT-SHOPS., 


Legislative Committee Declares Them Pro- 
ductive of Wretchedness., 

Sprit, III., March 1.— The joint com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the sweat 
shop system of Chicago today through its 
Chairman, Senator Noonan submitted its re- 
port, accompanied with two bills which are 
designed by the committee to remedy so far 
as is practicable the evils of the system. 

The report declares that: 

Your committee finds that the “sweat-shop” 
system is productive of moral and physical 
wretchedness to thousands of men, women, and 
children in the State of Illinois; that it spreads 
infectious and contagious diseases throughout the 
land; its existence is detrimental to the health 
and welfare of the public. 

Senator Noonon’s bill regulating the manu- 
facture of clothing and providing for the ap. 
puintment:of State Inspectors provides that 
no apartment in any dwelling house whatever 
shali be used for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing, in whole or in part, such articles as coats, 
waistcoats, trousers, knee breeches, overalls, 
cloaks, shirts, purses, feathers, artificial flow- 
ers, or cigars, except by the immediate mem- 
bers of the family therein. In case any in- 
fectious ur contagious diseases are found in 
any such shops the Board of Health is author- 
ized to condemn and destroy all such infected 
articles. The bill further provides that no 
child under 14 years of age shall be employed 
in any manufacturing establishment within 
this State. Provision 1s also made that no fe- 
male shall be employed in any workshop 
more than eight hours in any one day or 
forty-eight hours in any week. 

A factory inspector with an assistant and 
ten deputiés is to be appointed of which five 
of the depaties are to be women, and it shall 
be the duty of these ins rs to visit and in- 
spect all such factories and manufacturies in 
this State where the manufacturing of goods 
is carried On. Any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion violating any of the acts of this provision 
shall b= deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
subject to a fine of not less than $3 nor more 
than $100 for each offense. 

An appropriation is to be made to the 
amount of $27,000 to defray the traveling and 
necessary expenses of the inspectors.

At the Chicago Home for the Friendless, 
Twentieth street and Wabash avenue, mere 
are fifteen cases of diphtneria among the 
children. At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Board of Managers yesterday the matter 
was discussed and it was deemed advisable 
to hold no meetings at the home until the 
epidemic subsides.’ The meeting was 
held yesterday morning at the Tre- 
mont House. Five deaths have occurred 
from that disease, though the house physician, 
Dr. Mary C. Snhilley, and Drs. Baker and 
. Chislet have it well under control and believe 
that it will not spread further among the in- 
mates, There wassome talk at the meeting 
concerning the action taken by ‘Rachel She- 
ban to regain possession of her child, which 
the courts surrendered to the home a few 
years ago. The writ of habeas corpus pro- 


so far as the institution is concerned as they 
surrendered their guaraianship of the child to 
the family in Wiseonsin who adopted it. In 
connection with these cases of children being 
adopted from the institution the question was 
raised whether there is any possibility of a 
parent getting possession of a child again. 
The rule is that the parents shall be kept in 
ignorance as to its whereabouts. Mrs. C. J. 
Wheeler, Secretary, said: ‘* In the first place, 
when a child is surrendered to us by the 
courts it is through the action of the 
Humane Society, which first has to prove that 
the natural guardians of the child are not fit 
persons to have the custody of it.“ She 
thought the Humane Society should make 
sure that the parents are notified before the 
court is allowed to act in the matter; but if 
the parents receive notice and fail to present 
themselves in court or some representative to 
act for them then their absence istaken as 
consent on cheir part and a renouncement of 
all claim to their children. 


DEFICITS IN THE READING'S EARNINGS. 


Receivers of the Company Have Not Paid 
the Lehigh Kental. 


Puitaperirats, Pa., March 1.—The state- 
ment of the Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
company for the month of January shows a 
deficit of $289,734. The surplus for January, 
1892, was $152,601. The deficit for the first 
two months of the current fiscal year is $36,- 
370, a decrease of $486,367 as compared with 
the corresponding period of the last fiscal year. 
The statement of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron company for the month of 
January shows a deficit for the month of 
$176,577 ; for the first two months of the cur- 
reut fiscal year the deficit is $145,274; for the 
same period of 1892 there was a deficit of 
$49,414, 

The business of the Lehigh Valley and Le- 
high and Wilkesbarre departments is included 
in the above statement for the year 1893. The 
result of the operation of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad company, lessees of the Le- 
high Valley railroad, for the nonth of Dece:n- 
ber, 1892, eh 
$188,541, as compared with December, 1891. 

Up to late this afternoon the Reading of- 
ficials had not sent the check for the amount 
of the interest to the Lehigh Valley. Whether 
or not they intended doing so remains to be 
seen, but as thé matter now stands there has 
been a technical default on the part of the 
Reading. 


FAILED FOR A HALF MILLION DOLLARS. 


A. Wertheim & Co., Paper Stock Importers 
of New York, Assiga—Clothiers Fail. 

New Yorx, March 1.—Siegfried Wertheim, 
doing. businegs under the style of A. Wertheim 
& Co., importer of sulphite, pulp, and paper 
stock, made an assignment today to Charles 
Howard Williams. His liabilities are reported 
to be more than $500,000. The business was 
established in 1856 by A. Wertheim, father of 
the aéssignor, in Cassel, Germany, with a 
branch at Hamburg. The founder of the 
house was succeeded by Siegfried, Leopoid, 
and Sally Wertheim under the style of A. 
Wertheim & Co. The New York branch was 
ovened in 1885, and Siegfried built up a trade 
here amounting to about $1,000,000 annually. 
The firm of A. Wertheim & Co. was dissolved 
in September, 1891, and Siegfried continued 
the New York business alone. The liabihties 
consist entirely of indebtedness cuntracted 
through losses made and upon credit obtained 
in this country. The "resent house of A. 
Wertheim & Co. in Hamburg and Cassel 1s 
unaffected by the failure of Siegfried.

The Princess is 18 years old. She is a tall, 
beautiful young woman of sweet face and 
slender figure. She has the soft, brown eyes 
and dark complexion that mark Hawaiian 
beauty. She had come to the United States, 
she said, more for the purpose of learning 
and observing for herself the nature of the 
people who had been asked to take control of 
her country than to make formal petition for 
her crvwn. 

“That,” she said, is' rightly mine, and if 
the Americans are the noble-minded people I 
have learned to regard them as, they will not 
be party to the outrage by which I have lost 
my birthright.” 

In regard to her views on the various aspects 
which the Hawaiian Government is likely to 
assume, Princess Kaiulani referred to her 
guardian, Mr. Davies, who had prepared a 
statement both on his own and her behalf. 

Statement of Kaiulaul. 

The statement, of Princess Kaiulani is as 

follows: 


To the American People: Unbidden I stand 
upon your shores today, where I thought so soon 
to receive a royal welcome on my way to my own 
kingdom. 1 come unattended, except by the lov- 
ing hearts that have come with me over the 
wintry seas. I hear that Commissioners from my 
land have been for many days asking this at 
Nation to take away my little vineyard. They 
speak no word to me, and leave me to find out as 
I can from the rumors of the air that they wonld 
leave mo without a home ora name or a nation. 

Seventy years ago Christian America sent over 
Christian men and women to give religion and 
civilization to Hawaii. They gave us the gospel, 
they made us a nation, and we learned to love 
and trust America. Today threp of the sons of 
those missionaries are at your Capitol asking you 
to undo their fathers’ work. Who sent them? 
Who gave them authority to break the Constita- 
tion which they swore they would uphold? 

Today I. a poor, weak, girl. with not one of my 
people hear me, and all these Hawaiian states- 
men against me, have strength tostand up for the 
rights of my people. Even now | can hear the 
wail in my heart, and it gives me strength and 
courage and I am strong—strong in the faith of 
God, strong in the knowledge I am right, 
strong in the strength of seventy millions of peo- 
ple who, in this freo land, will hear my cry and 
refuse to let their flag cover dishonor to mine. 


Explanation of Davies. 


Following is Theophilus Davies’ statement: 

After the revolation of 1887 Mr. Thurston came 
into power and enjoyed very generally the conf» 
dence of natives and foreigners. At that time the 
Princess Kainlanj, heiress presamptive to the 
throne, was II years of age, and it was felt to be 
very important that she should be sent en- 
tirely away from the surroundings and in- 
fluences of awalian court life in order 
that she might be trained in the quiet 
home atmosvhere, which would enable her more 
fitly to take up her future position as sovereign. 
Mr. Thursten repeatedly urged that the you 
Princess should be sent to England with this 
object in view, and, in 1889, when she was 13 years 
of age. the 2 was carried out and Prin- 
cess. Kainlani was sent to England in charge 
of a lady who was about to spend a year in Eu- 
rope and who undertook to place her at a suit- 
able school, which had already dee selected. 

At the end of the first year the result was

Joint Resolution” Favoring Annexation 
Passed by a Large Majority. 

Maptison, Wis., March 1.—[ Special. |—In the 
Upper House of the Legislatare today the joint 
Senate resolution urging Representatives in 
Congress to use their influence in bringing 
about the annexation of Hawaii came up for 
consideration. Mr. Kruszka, a Pole from Mil- 
waukee. opposed its adoption. The Senators, 
he said, had a perfect right to pass resolutions 
on inter-State affairs, but not on internation- 
al. They might figure as statesmen, but not 
as diplomats. In a few days a man named 
Grover Cleveland would be President and 
he was perfectly competent to handle 
the question. He moved that the resolu- 
tion be referred to the Committee on 
Juaiciary. This ruffled Senator Baxter's 
(Rep.) good nature, and he said that he was 
not only surpri but greatiy astonished at 
the remarks of the Senator. The question was 
one of national interest and should not be 
considered from a narrow or. partisan view. 
He referred to the richness and fertility of the 
islands which were freely offered to this gov- 
ernment. Itis, he said, a point of great 
strategic importance ana the key to the whole 
Pacific coast. It is directly in the pathwa 
of the Eastern trade with China, Japan, an 
the Polynesian Islands, and in the course 
of time, when the Nicaragua Canal is built 
and the fleets of American ships, not only 
trom the Pacific but the Atlantic, shali travel 
that way, it will be of far greater importance 
than now.

DEAD MEN TURNED TO STONE. 


The Strange Spectacle to Be Seen Where 
Once a City Stood. 


San Francisco Traminer: Away up among 
the sagebrush of White Pine, far removed 
from the shriek of the locomotive, aud only 
disturbed by the occasional prospector, is a 
strange, silent city, Once more than 35,000 
people carried on all kinds of business and 
traffic there. It was during the phenomenal 
rush to White Pine in 1867. Many hundreds 
of buildings were erected. It was a wild, 
new city which never slept, and where were 
en all the scenes which in the telling 
made Mark Twain and Bret Harte famous. 
This was the story which an old White Pine 
man recounted : 

“Now, if you go there, he said, vou see 
only a few of those buildings, for most of 
them have fallen in and decayed. Scattered 
log cabins yet remain where mountain squir- 

scurry to and fro at the sound of man's 
footsteps. Hut it is not of this I started out 
to tell you, but of a second sitent city where 
hundreds of men lie buried, and where scarcely 
a headstone marks their last resting place. 
The headstones, where there were any at all, 
were of wood they quickly rotted away. 
The formation all about there is largely of 
limestone. Water percolating through it 
partakes of the nature of lime,-and this in 
many cases has petrified the bodies, So if one 
wore to dig here arid there in the graveyard 
he would find on very hand petrified men. 
In many cases they are petrified so completely 
that the entire remains. even down to the 
features, are intact. The quiet graveyard, 
etretching over mahy acfes, numbers among 
its sleepers all clases. ere are 5 who 
died in midwinter of pneumonia and typhoid- 
fever, for in those wild times men could not 
take good dare of themselves. Desperadoes 
are there also. Numberless persons of all 
degrees died with their boots on. 

The men who came there on fortune bent 
embraced all class¢s. There were the hardened 
prospector and the tenderfoot, professional 
man, the farmer for the first time turnime his 
attention towards mines, and the gambling 
adventurer. Death settled upon them, high 
and low alike. Many an Eastern family per- 
haps to this day aré waiting for the return of 
father, son, or brother. y have dropped 
out forever, and there, caught by the under- 
ground elements and turned to stone, they 
will lie until the end of time.

EXTRADITION TREATY BETWEEN 


RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES, 


——— 


Volkhovsky, the Nihilist, Says It Would 
Be Used to Compel the Surrender of 
Every Person Whom the Czar Might 
Desire to Prosecute—Sharp Debate Over 
the Irish Educational Bill in Parlia- 
ment—Sectarianism Cuts a Figure— 
Other Foreign News, 

Loxpox, March 1—Felix Voikhovsky, the 
Nihilist, and Stepniak spoke at length this 
evening concerning the proposed extradition 
treaty between Russia and the United States. 
Mr. Volkhoveky said that although the Nihil 
ist clause in the treaty purported to be direct- 
ed against persons who had tried to kill mem- 
bers of the imperial family, it in fact would be 
far more comprehensive. The Russian authori- 
ties would use it as u dragnet for catching all 
persons in America whose declarations or acts 
were distasteful to the Russian Government. 
His own experiences with Mussian tribunals 
caused him to believe that if the Russian au- 
thorities wished to dispose of a Russian in 
the United States who was making 
himself objectionable to the Russian 
Government they would as likely 
as not conduct a bogus investigation, incorpo- 
rate a report of it in the judicial documents, 
and upon this falae basis make a claim for the 
extradition of that Russian, against whom 
they would allege murder or attempted mur- 
der. Tnus the Russian Government would be 
practically omnipotent over the lives of Rus- 
sians in the United States, as it would be im- 
possible for the Washington government to 

behind the documents on w the claims 

r extradition were based. 

“You must remember,“ continued Mr. 
Volkhovsky, “ that according to the Russian 
penal code any political secret society which 
aims to change the existing form of govern- 
ment is liable to be treated exactly as if its 
members were plotting against the person of 
the Czar or other members of the imperial 
family. The judicial systems, moreover, in 
Russia and the United States are entirely dis- 
similar. Americans ought to understand that 
if their government sanctions thjs treaty it is 
taking a step toward delivering over to tort- 
ure or death men who, actording to the Amer- 
ican standard, are- perfectiy good and law- 
abiding citizens. 

Stepniak expressed 9 his ap- 
proval of all that Mr. Volkhovsky said.

He spoke with unwonted earnest- 
ness and animation, but gave.utterance to no 
such surprising sentiment as that expressed by 
him a year ago concerning the émigration of 
all malcontents in the empirs. Fart of his 
speech was as follows: 

The living generation is fond of comparing the 
monarchical traditions of the past with the pres- 
ent régime to the disadvantage of the latter. This 
is a fruitless task. Let us look back upon the 
splendid past without useless regret. Let us en- 
deavor to become worthy of our ancestors’ 

I myself hope to establisha state of things with

be content. hope that the good will of my peo- 

pe will strengthen my resolution, although I 

— that it will be impossible to satisfy every- 
y. 

The Emperor made no direct reference to 
the army bill, but spoke emphatically of the 
hearty accord in which he found himself with 
his Chancellor, Count von Caprivi. 


AUSTRIAN POLICE WANT ADUTT. 


Chafing Over the Delay in the Extradition 
of ‘the Vienna Bank Robber. 

Vienna, March 1.—The police of this city are 
chafing over the delay that is being met with 
in securing the extradition of Jacques Licco 
Adutt, who, under the alias of Mueller, was 
arrested in Chicago on the charge of 
robbing the Oesterich Ungarieiche Bank, in 
which he was employed, of the sum of 80,000 
florins. Adutt’s accomplices in the crime 
havo all been taken into custody. One of 
them named Benvisti fled to Philadelphia, 
but subsequently went to Berlin, where | he 
was captured. Rudolph Wéiss, another ‘ac- 
complice, was arrested in this city, while two 
other men named Antoine Weiss ang Karl 
Koritschoner, who were implicated An the 
robbery, were arrested in Presburg, Hun- 
gary.

ance Agents Are Costly. 
* Well, I’m glad that job is over,” ex- 
claimed a maa in a dowa-town office the other 
day as he threw himself into a chair and wiped 


the perspiration from his brow. 

“* Where have you been! said his friend. 

“Way down on the South Side looking 
aftena logs on a smali stock of groceries. The 
owner was a German who could hardly under- 
stand a word of English and his vife was 
worse than he. I think that the man is honest 
enough, but some of his neighbors told him 
that he must wateh out for the insurance men 
or they wöuld cheat him out of his eye-teeth, 
and in consequetice he has been looking at me 
all day as if he expected to have me try to run 
off with him or his wife. The fire was not 4 
bad one, but there was a good deal of damage 
from water, and then the owner did not know 
enough about insurance to save what was not 
damaged, and the result is that he will lose as 
much as the company, when he could have 
saved several hundred dollars worth of his 
goods and still have collected all of his in- 
surance. ’? 

The speaker was one of the oldest insurance 
adjusters in the city, having been employed 
by some of the largest Eastern companies 
long before the big fire. Probably no one in 
the Northwest has had more experience than 
this nan—Smith is as good a name as any, for 
him. A large pornon of his work has been 
done in the city, but he has been sent all over 
the country when the companies had losses 
that they thought required careful scrutiny. 
So well known has his work become that for 
several years he has refused to take a salary 
from any company, but has done everything 
on a commission basis. He has all that he 
can do, and his adjustments are seldom ques- 
tioned by either the company or the insured. 
There is sO much said and written about 
frauds in insurance that some of the opinions 
of this expert are of interest. 

“What do you find is the most prolific 
source of trouble between the insured and the 
companies? he was asked. 

Agents Themselves Cause Trouble. 

“Tt is hard th say, but I think that the ex- 
cessive competition between agents for risks 
has as much to do with causing trouble as 
anything else. One agent will approach a 
merchant and agree to place so much ineur- 
ance on his stock, The next day, perhaps, 
another will come along and offer to give him 
$500 more. If the man is honest, and has 
read his policy through, though very few do 
so, he will not care to take the last offer unless 
he is certain that the first was altogether 
too low. No one who knows what his 
policy means will care to pay the 
premium on more insurance than he can pos- 
sibly cpliect from the company. If, how. 
ever, the merchant has an idea that he would 
like to sell out to the company he will take all 
the insurance that be can get written, and run 
his chances of getting more than his stock 
was worth. Few of them seem to thiak that 
the fact that they are carrying an extra- 
ordinarily large insurance is enough to make 
the adjusters suspicious, and that they will be 
careful to investigate everything about the 
tire before they make their reports.“ 

Do you find that any one nationality is 
worse than others in regard to fraudulent in- 
surname?” 

It is hard to say. We find frauds among 
all nationalities and it would be hard to fix 
the average of any class. We have a great 
deal of trouble with the Hebrews of the lower 
classes, as they are so often glad to get a new 
stock at the expense of the companies, and 
then, too; their goode are of such a descrip- 
tion that it is difficult to make a just estimate 
of their values, When a Hebrew sets out to 
defraud a company he usually knows. just 
what to do and steers clear of the extremes of 
overinsurance or overvaluation. : 

I had a case not long ago that caused me 
a good deal of trouble as well as considerable 
awusement. This Hebrew was in the grocery 
business and had not been doi very well, 
He was supposed to have considerable prop- 
erty, so that the agent made ‘no bones’ about 
insuring him for as much as he wanted, with- 
out making a close examination of the stock. 
Three mor.ths after the policy was issued the 
store caught fire, but the quick work of the 
departmeut prevented any very heavy loss. 
When I got down there the next morning 
I found everything in the greatest con- 
fusion. yey of tomatoes, sacks of salt, 
potatoes onions were in the sugar barrels, 
and there was apparently nothing in the store 
that was worth saving. I told the man that 
it would be to his interest to sort the things 
out and put them in such shape that they 
could be appraised. He said that he would do 
itand I went away. When I returned the 
next day I found that he had carefully dumped 
the whole lot on the floor in the middle of the 
store so that it was impossible to form any 
idea of what was in the heap. . His claim was 
cut down $500 and he lost fully as much more 
in goods that he might have saved for himself. 


Germans Easy to Deal With. 


„We have probably the least trouble with 
Germans when it comes to adjusting a loss. 
As a rule they are naturally truthful and one 
can almost always rely on the statements 
that they make in regard to their stocks. The 
great trouble with them is that they will listen 
to all that their neighbors have to say before 
they will consent to an adjustment. This 
makes it difficult sometimes to get a loss set- 
tled, but when it is settled the company is 
usually in good repute in that neighborhood. 

The Irish are extremely suspicious, and 
consequently it is sometimes difficult to ad just 
losses with them, but fortunately for us they 
are not good patrons of the companies, and 
hence we do not have much trouble with 
them. American are too quick to jump at 
eonciusions, and hence are easy to work with 
or hard. If au American merchant thinks 
that you are ready to do the square thing by 
him he will as @ rule accept any figures that 
you tell him are right, and will not haggie 
over a few dollars, preferring to have the mat- 
ter over and done with in order that he may 
get his new store under way as soon as possi- 
ble and be ready to hold his old trade. 

There 1s often a good deal said about the 

honesty of adjusters, and complaints are made 
that they are ready to make their adjustments 
favor whoever will make it the most to their 
advantage. This opinion is entirely without 
foundation, as I doubt if you will find a class 
of men amohg whom there are so few breaches 
of trust. In the first place it is not for the 
benefit of the companies to em pioy a dishonest 
man, for if he will cheat the insured for the 
sake of the company he is apt to cheat the 
company in favor of the insured when the 
necessary inducement is offeted. When you 
consider there are few men who are 
placed in such positions of trust without any 
safeguards being thrown acound them, and 
that for years at atime you do not hear of 
one of them being detected in any wrong- 
doing, I think that you will admit that as a 
class they must be men of good business 
ability as well as honest. 
_ “Insurance has been the means of increas- 
ing fires. This may seem a strange statement 
to make, but it is true. Too many men be- 
come careless when they haye their buildings 
or goods insured and fail to take the same 
precautions that they would if they knew that 
they would have to stand the entire loss in 
case of fire. I do not mean that they set fire 
to their ee but they allow rubbish to 
collect in out-of-the-way corners, throw oiled 
rags into waste baskets, and do any number 
of equally careless things that they would be 
apt to avoid if they were not well insured. 


Incompetent Agents Are Expensive.—— 


But more losses are due to careless or m- 
competent agents than to any other cause. 
The large companies have all the way trom 
1,000 to 15,000 agents each, and of course it is 
impossible to have them all first-class men. 
They are most of them honest, but too many 
of them are trying tu do work for which they 
are not fitted. They cannot be expécted to be 
experts in every line of business and conse- 
quently are obliged to rely too much on the 
information furnished them by the assured to 
make it safe for the companies. Of course it 


com miscio 


from an insurance company a settlement that 
his neighbors believe to be in excess of his 
loss. unscrupulous. among the number 
will at once begin to scheme to sell their 
property to the companies, and in seven cases 
out of ten will be suecessful.”’ 

What was the most interesting loss that 
you ever had to — 

“ That would be hard to say. I- have had 
todoa deal of detective work in my 
time have been abie to unravel some odd 
bits, but the case that remains freshest in my 
memory occurred only a few years ago. A 
pottery works had burned down and the pro- 

rietor had policies in four companies for 

0,800. I was sent out to adjust the loss and 
was assured by the’ local agent that the loss 
was a perfectly just and honorable one. The 
owner claimed to have had a certain amount 
of stock on hand at the time of the fire. It 
struck me that there was an unusually 
small amount of débris for that amount 
of crocks and jugs and began a 
quiet investigation. managed to secure 
enough of the different vessels that were in 
tolerably good condition and weighed them. 
I then proceeded to estimate the amount left 
in the ruins. When I had secured this basis 
for an arguinent I requested the owner to 
meet me at the office of the local agent. I 
then offered him 25 per cent of his claim. He 
indignantly refused the offer, but I told him 
that if it was not accepted I would have. the 
broken ware weighed, and that I did not be- 
lieve that he would secure as much as the first 
offer. This took him all aback, and he left the 
office without coming te any terms. That aft- 
ernoon, however, he returned we com- 
promised on $4,400, as I did not feel too sure 
of the result of the weighing.” 


MANUFACTURE OF CHINESE GODS. 


There Are Numerous Fakes in This Busi- 
ness, as in All Others, 

Boston Transcript: Amoy and Canton 
supply travelers and curio-dealers with great 
quantities of hideous idols called josses.”’ 
The word Joss, by the way, is a corruption 
of the Portuguese Deos, meaning God. 
These alleged idols are mostly manufactured 
toorder, “moderns” and “antiques,” 
wholesale or retail. In fact, the joes business 
is a fraud. The real joss is either a very fat 
gentleman Gith a genius for lolling, or 
a dignified female with a super- 
flous number of arms and hands. But 
these styles did not suit foreign merchants 
who desired to astonish folks at home. So, to 
please his customers, the joss-maker turns out 


an assortment of hobgoblins warranted to 
freeze the blood of a small boy or to produce 


hysterics in a nervous and dyspeptic girl. In 
this category are found the man with the 
tiger face and terocious fangs, the so-called 


God of Hunger,” and the Snake God,“ 


who probably is a phase of delirium tremens. 
None of these belongs to Chinese art; they 
are simply fakes made for the markets of 
Christendom, 

Joss-mak ug is very simple. The manu- 
facturer’a chief stock in trade consists of 
wooden or metal molds, In these the wet 
clay is put into shape and allowed to dry. it 
is then touched up, dipped in molten glaze 
and allowed to cool, An average workman 
can turn out 100 aday. The wages of a 
good artist vary from 20to 40 cents a day. 
The cost of a fair-sized image is about three 
cents. The artist sells it for five cents toa 
native and for as high as $5 to the credulovs 
European or American tourist. Some- 
times the clay is colored with caustic 
colors, kept in the heat until these have set, 
and then glazed, The Chinese are very skillful 
in this field of labor, and with fine brushes 
will turn out which at first sight might 
be mistaken for cloiapnné. Antiques are in 
demand and “be planted and dug up to or- 
der from any desired age or dynasty, briuging 
a handsome profit. Josses carved out of stone 
ore rare and dear. Great mandarins pay fab- 
ulous prices for small ones made from jade. 
Liu, ex-Governor of Formosa, owns a joss 
— inches high which is fifteen centuries 
old and is worth $10,000, ‘he difficulty of 
cutting this refractory stone is the chief rea- 
son for the high priee.

So long ashe 16 actually in harness 
the Prime Minister appears the same man as 
he was tweaty years ago, and when he is out 
of it the only difference observable is that he 
is not quite so gluttonous of extraneous work 
as once he was. 

The common idea that the session is likely 
to be specially injurious to the aged Frime 
Minister is a mistake. What keeps him well 
is work and excitement; it is when he is out of 
the movement and in seclusion that he is 
most apt to run down. The fact is, if we may 
use the metaphor, that Mr. Gladstone is an 
intellectual druukard. To keep in full health 
and vigor he requires the stimulus of political 
and intellectual excitement. This, at any 
rate, the session which opens today, whatever 
else it may have in store, will unquestionably 
afford to the leader of the House.

Inventive ingenuity isa gift not bestowed 
upon everybody, yet there are thousands who 
imagine they possess it. How many a deluded 
man has imagined that he has struck the 
biggest bonanza in the world when a new 
thought ocourred to him, but which, when put 
to a practical test, he finds won't work.“ It 
is usually hard to convince him that his in- 
vention is a fizzle even after he has witnessed 
its collapse. This is the case with the average 
inventor. His enthusiasm on his “idea” is 
so great that he can hardly control himeelf 
until after he has paid a patent lawyer $15 to 
file a caveat at Washington to secure himeelf 
against infringemént, and even then he is 
worried lest the lawyer himself might steal 
the 16 idea.” 

The truly great inventor is not troubled in 
this way. It has been said that Edison, the 
great inventor, sloeps as soundly as a child at 
night, even though he has racked his brain all 
day long over currents and counter-currents, 
volts and batteries while at work on a new 
“idea” which he believes will startie the 
whole electrical world. | 

It is not always the most complicated in ven- 
tion which proves the most popular. On the 
contrary, the simplest is the greatest. The 
Patent Office ia full of inventions which are 
useless on account of their complexity. 

One old man living away down on the IIli- 
nois River bottoms was so troubled with mos- 
quitoes every summer that{he was rendered al- 
most crazy. y are sO numerous down 
there and so iatelligent that mosquito-netting 
offers no resistance whatever to their attacks. 
He lay awake one day— be slept in the day- 
time and sat up at night to fight the nros- 
quitoes—and listened to his mantel clock tick- 
ing and watched the pendulum as it swayed to 
and fro? A thought struck him. Why could 
he not utilize that pendulum to keep the mos- 
quitoes off at night. The more he thought the 
more plausible seemed the scheme. He set 
to work at once. Taking the old timepiece 
from the shelf he screwed it to the head of his 
bed. Then he removed the pendulum and 
put in its place a long wire bent at right 
angles so as to extend out over the pillow. 
Along this he pasted long strips of tissue pa- 
per, and his **mosquito duster” was done.

MISCELLANEOUS WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Bill to_Give Effect to .Reeommendations 
Touching the Canadian Railways. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 1.—Senator Hig- 
gins today introduced in the Senate a bill to give 
effect to the President’s recommendation to Con- 
gress touching the Canadian railways. It repeals 
Art. 29 ot the Treaty of Washington, and also 
repeals the statutes which permit goods to be 
shipped in bond between United States ports; 
which permit consular sealing of cars; and which 
exempt railroad cars or vehicles from duty and 
inspection. 

Indian Appropriation Bill. 


The Indian e bill was reported to 
the Senate today. 7 an agreemeut the appro- 
priation of $8,796,336 for the purchase of the Chero- 
kee outlet was inserted in the bill as a separate 
section, making the grand total of the bill 816.431. 
490. The appropriation for the current fiscal year 
is $7,664,047. Fifteen thousand dollars is allowed 
the Cherokee Commission to negotiate with In- 
dian tribes for their lands. For Indian day and 
Indian industrial schools there is an allowance of 
$216,000, and for the payment of damages to set- 
tiers upén the Crow Creek and Winnebago Indian 
reservations in South Dakota $190,000 is appro- 
priated. 

Considered in Executive Session. 


After three ineffectual attempts to got an ex- 
ecutive session the Republicans were successful 
today. Effort made to reconsider the vote 
by which the nomination of John V. L. Findlay 
of Marylaad to be Chillean Arbitrator was re- 
jected. The effort met with failure. The Han- 
chett nomipation was referred to the Judiciary 
committee, and before it was over the committee 
held a meeting on the floor, and by a strict party 
vote repo the nomination favorably.

This Action Taken Through Pear That by 
Insisting Upon the Measure the Sundry 
Civil Bill Might Be Defeated—Report 
Agreed To, but a Further Conference Is 
Ordered-—The Treasury Report for the 
Month Shows a Slight Increase in the 
Public Debt—Receipts and Expenditures, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March i.—The post- 
office appropriation bill came before the Sen- 
ate today and was discussed to some extent 
on the question as to the route of the South- 
ern fast mail. That questiog was not dis- 
posed of when the ¢onfereuce report on the 
sundry civil appropriation bill was presented. 
The report led to a long financial discussion 
on the Sherman bond amendment, the result 
being, however, that the amendment was re- 
ceded from by the Senate. 1 

Outside of these two appropriation bills the 
Senate had before it in the morning hour the 
McGarrahan bill, which went over, however, 
without action, and the Hudson River bridge 
bill, which was taken up by a vote of 26 to 
24, but disappeared immediatély when the 
conference report was taken up. 

After routine business the Senaté went into 
executi® session. The doors were reopened 
iu about half an hour, 

The postoffice appropriation bill was re- 
ported and placed on the calendar. 

A conference wis ordered on the naval 
— riation bill and Messrs. Hale, Allison, 

orman were appointed conferrees on 
the part of the Senate. 

Mr. Teller asked unanimous consent to 
take up for consideration the McGarrahan 
bill it was discussed until the expiration 
of the morning hour, when the bill jost its 
right of way. During the argumeut Senator 
Morrill mentioned Senator Wilson of Iowa 
among others as having an interest in the 
claim.

The pre- 
tensioa that it repèaled any other provision of 
the resumption law was absolutely 4 
If Congress now denied to the Secretary the 
power to sell bonds it would cripple the gov- 
ernment and those whose fault it was would 
be responsible to the people. There was now 
in the vaults of the Treasury a great mass of 
silver bullion. If it were coined it would un- 
doubtedly disturb parity and bring about a 
panic. He had heard a good deal about bank- 
ers and plutocrats and—what is the word?— 
goldbugs; but, said he, there are no greater 
goldbugs in the world than owners of silver 
mines. In proof of that he read froma Ne- 
vada paper a notice of an assessment of 25 
cents per share, *‘ payable immediately in 
United States gold coin.” 

Mr, Sherman’s s h was replied to by 
Messrs. Stewart, olcott, and Teller, Mr. 
Teller expressing his belief that no bonds, 
whether 4 percent or 3 per cent, would be 
issued by the incoming Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Mr. Gorman stated that be had fall author- 
ity for saying that the bond amendment had 
been repo after consultation with the 
President and with she next Secretary of the 
Treasury, but it was possible that the sundry 
civil appropriataon bill would be defeated if 
the amendment were assisted upon.

COMPARISON OF PUBLAC FINANCES. 


National Debt Slightly Imereased During 
the Month—Receipts and Expenditures, 
Wasurvetos, D. C., Maren 1.—[Special. }— 

The monthly public debt statethent issued to- 

day shows a net increase of $615,699 in the 

debt during last month. There was a decrease 
of $521,881 in the non-interest bearing debt, 
but the bonded indebtedness imereased $600, 
and the surplus cash in the Treasury was low- 
ered $1,136,980. The total debt today, leas 
$24,128,087 net cash balance and the $100,000,. 
000 gold greenback reserve fund, is $839,153, - 
665. National benk deposits : 
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$3,250,000 mort than a month ago. Silver as- 
sets aggregate $472,420,542, with silver certifi- 
cate and silver Treasury note demand liabil- 
ities amounting to $459,897.357, leaving a sil- 
ver balance today of $12,523,185, or ,000 
more than 4 month ago. Government receipts 
during February amounted to $30,009,892, or 
about $750,000 less than in February, 

Customs receipts aggregated §$16,- 
936,395, or nearly $250,000 more than in 
February last year, while internal revenue 
receipts, compared with February a year ago, 
were $873,000 less and amounted to $11,316,- 
832. For the eight months of the currenf fis- 
cal year, or up to Feb, 28, receipts from all 
sources aggregated in round numbers $261,- 
000,000, or $23,000,000 more than during the 
corresponding months of the preceding fiscal 
year. Expenditures during last month were 
$31,677,454, against $27,500,000 in Februar 
1892. Expenditures during the eight months of 
the current fiscal year were $266, 233,514, or $27,- 
000,000 more than during the same months of 
the preceding year. Of expenditures duri 
the last eight months, pensions absor 
$106.965,845; civil and miscellaneous expenses, 
$70,912,831; the War Department, $32,094,318; 
the navy, $19,278,926; Indians, $7,524,475, and 
interest on the public debt, $20,844,159. Com- 
pared with the corresponding eight months 
of the preceding year, this was an increase of 
$23,500,000 in pension payments, $3,500,000 in 
civil and miscellaneous expenses, $2,000,000 in 
War Department expenditures, and nearly 
$4,000,000 in interest on the public debt. 


SEVERE WEATHER IN FARMING REGIONS. 


Winter Unusually Cold and Fall of Snow 
Heavy Throughout the North. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 1.—The monthly 


weather crop bulletin says: 

The entire winter has been colder than usual 
over the principal agricultural districts, the only 
month showing an excess of temperature since 
October over any extensive portion of the country 
being the month of January, during which it was 
warmer than usual in the Rocky Mountain dis- 
tricts, but it was unusually cold over the Eastern 
half of the United States. The records show that 
the principal farming districts have experienced 
four consecutive months of unusually cold 
weather. 

At the close of the month the country was cov- 
ered with snow generally in districts north of the 
fortieth parallel from New England westward to 
the Rocky Mountains, the depth of snow over the 
greater portion of New England, the lake region, 
and Minnesota exceeding twelve inches, and in 
some places in New England, Minnesota, and Wis- 
consin exceeding thirty inches. The greater por- 
tion of the winter wheat has been unpro 
during the month, although ghe northern portion 
of the belt is now covered wh snow.

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LARGEST STEEL STEAMER ON THE LAKES. 


Keel of the Centurion to Be Laid Today 
at West Bay City, Mich. 


The keel for the largest steel steamer on the 
lakes, and F. W. Wheeler & Co.’s one hun- 
dredth vessel, will be laid at the shipyard of 
that company, West Bay City, Mich., to- 
day. The boat will be named the Centurion,

Tapestries, Pottery, and Knickknacks 
Reach the Seaboard En Route to Chi- 
eago—The Columbian Inu Project Like- 
ly to Be Abandoned on Account of the 
Opposition from Foreign Commission- 

« ers—Col. Gray Thinks Errors Have Been 
Made in Assigning Space. 

‘From Delhi, India, are coming exhibits 

which will be rare curiosities to the people 


curious things which are made in the land of 
Vishnu will be displayed and the sight-seer 
will have an opportunity of viewing treasures 
about which much has been written. 

Three hundred and twenty cases of these 
exhibits were landed in New York Monday 
and will reach Chicago within afew days. The 
invoices for the shipment have just been re- 
ceived by H. T. Lockwood, manager of 
Wakem & McLaughlin, custom-house brokers, 
The value of . the exhibit is given 
at $40,000, and in it there is 
a little of everythme known in India 
in the way of tapestries, pottery, toys, and 
knickknacks. There are Mooradabad work, 
Poona ware and Vizigapatam goods, Khoojah 
pottery, and Nagdeena wood. Some articles 
in the shipment can be understood by their 
labels.

OBJECT TO THE COLUMBIAN INN, 


Foreign Opposition Likely to Rrevent the 
Building of a Club- House. 


It looks as though the Columbian Inn proj- 
ect is destined to failure. The Columbian 


Jackson Park on the lakeshore near the head- 
quarters of Great Britain, Italy, Germany, 
and Spain, The Fair Commissioners from 
these countries have entered a protest with 
Director-General Davis.

It seems to be the idea of Mr. Douglass and 
Mr. Alexander that they can influence mem- 
bers of the committee to withdraw their ac- 
tion of yesterday.. Most of the leading direct- 
ors were to be members of the Columbian Inn 
company, but when they found that the for- 
eign governinents were opposed to the loca- 


tion granted for the inn they were willing to 


concede the justice of the objection and drop 
the enterprise, Henry Ives Cobb has made 
plans for the building which was to cost $25,- 
000. But with the Executive committee, the 
Council of Administration, and the Director- 
General against.it there is small chance for 
the Columbian Inn ever being constructed. 


COL. GRAY NOT QUITE SATISFIED.

Wholesalers Dispute Grocers as to the 
Price of Food, 

There is no justitication for increase in the 
rates charged by boarding-house keepers, say 
South Water street men, so far as the price uf 
produce is concerned. There is every excuse 
for it, say retail grocers, because the goods 
which they sell have all increased in price. 
The danger that prices of food may be high 
this summer is hardly worth speaking of, and 
the probability is that they will be lower, say 
the fruit dealers and poultry men. Nobody 
can tell how high prices of staples will be, say 
the grocers. 

‘*‘ Boarding-house and restaurant keepers 
buy their supplies according to the amount of 
their capital,” said a South Water street 
merchant yesterday. Those who are insuf- 
ficiently provided’ with working funds dea! 
with grocers, because they get from them 
thirty days’ time. The cash buyers come to 
South Water street and get the lowest prices, 

Yesterday potatoes were quoted on South 
Water street at 80 to 90 cents a bushel. This 
is about the price at which they ruled last fall. 
Cabbage heads were $1.50a dozen. Onions 
were quoted at $2 to $4.50 a barrel. New car- 
rote were 75 cents a dozen bunches and new 
cucumbers $2.25 a dozen. Strawberries were 
40 cents to $l a quart. New onions were 60 cents 
a dozen, new tomatoes $4.50 a case. Dried 
Scotch peas were $2.50 a bushel and beans 
$2.25 a bushel. Eggs were 18 cents. Last 
week they were 30 cents. Dairy butter was 

uoted at 25 cents and creamery at 27.

“Some of us on the street have examined 
the subject pretty thoroughly,” said Witliam 
Ostatag. and the present prospects are that 
the Chicago market will be crowded with 
table supplies this summer. The whole 
country is arranging to send products here. 
There are to be four new steamers put on the 
line from New Orleans to the banana 
country to carry increased supplies. 
All over the country the same story of 
increased facilities is told. Potatoes. eggs, 
butter, vegetables, poultry, and fruit will pour 
in upon us. There is absolutely danger that 
the market will be glutted, and that supplies 
will be ample is plain. The only thing that 
could interfere would be the inability of the 
railroads to handle freight with the increase 
in their passenger business.

SALT LAKE PROJECT ABANDONED. 


California Capitalists Discouraged hy Op- 
position of the Merchants. 

A dispateh from San Francisco states that 
the Great Salt Lake railroad project has been 
abandoned. A company was organized some 
months ago to build a competing road. Prom- 
ment capitalists of San Francisco were inter- 
ested in the scheme. The ‘object was to build 
aline from San Francisco to some point in 
Nevada where a connection was to be made 
with a line to be built to Salt Lake City, there 
connecting with existing transcontinental 
lines. About $50,000 has been expended in 
making surveys and other preliminary ar- 
rangements.

All 
efforts to induce the Merchants’ Traffic Asso- 
ciation to recede from its position were in 
vain and the capitalists interested in the Great 
Salt Lake railroad abandoned the scheme.

To Meet North Pacific Coast Rates. 


A dispatch from Santa Barbara, Cal., states that 
the representatives of the transconttheutal roads, 
who met there yesterday to adjust Pacific coast 
freight and passenger rates, are waiting for the 
officials of some of the Western and Northwest 
ern roads, who have failed to arrive on time. 
Among the absentees are the representatives of 
the Canadian Pacific, Northern Pacific: and Great 
Northern. It is the opinion that the above-named 
roads will not attend the meeting. The Great 
Northern, Northern Pacifié, and Union Pacific 
have made an agreement among themselves and 
established reduced tariffs to North Pacifie coast 
points. The Canadian Pacific will have to meet 
those rates. The California roais propose to go 
ahead with the work on hand and try to fix rates 
that will meet with the competition of the North 
Pacific coast lines. 


World's Fair Rates Will Be Low. 

The Western Committee on World’s Fair Rates, 
after a twodays’ session, adjourned yesterday 
without reaching an agreement. It is under- 
stood that the committee will make no further 
efforts to come to an understanding, but will 
refer the matter back to the association without 
recommendation. The indications now are that 
no agreement can be madethat will 4 rates 
above 4 fare and one-third for the round\trip and 
itis quite probable that lower rates than that 
will prevail after the Fair has been opened, It is 
stated that some of the roads both East and West 
have made contracts with excursion managers 
and agents at a rate of one fare forthe round- 
trip, and if thie turns out tobe true a lively 
scrimmage for business may be anticipated.

ew York I found her in apartments at No, 
305 Fifth avenue dying from the effects 
ot morphine and other stimulants, with 
no one to restrain her. I have known for 
twelve years that she was insane, but to save my 
children I bore the knowledge secretly. I re- 
ceived a letter yesterday from Dr. Granger stat- 
ing that she was regaining her normal appe- 
tite and slept weil, though she still believes 
my daughter Margaret is in the next room and 
strange voices in the air are talking to her. 
The appointment of a guardian by the Su- 
preme Court will settle the whole matter re- 
garding the disposition of her property. I 
could not possibly receive a dollar in any way, 
being her divcrced husband. Ido not know 
anything about her financial affairs and do 
not believe my daughters are inclined to profit 
by succeeding to her business. The last year 
I lived with Mrs. Ayer it cost me $96,000 to 
pay for her extravagancies.

$140,000 per annum; it is now over $800,000. 
If thé services of the teachers were dispensed 
with, the 207 rooms now used for special in- 
struction in German could be occupied as 
class-rooms for the common school studies, 
and the regular classes would not be thrown 
in disorder and confusion by the foreign lan- 
guage study. That the regular teachers of 
the school are opposed to the German study is 
well known. If a vote were taken among them 
of the subject it would probably be found 
that 90 per cent of them would declare in 
favor of its exclusion. 


THE PLATFORM AND THE CANDIDATE. 

The Democratic city convention adopted a 
platform setting forth the way in which it 
would like to have city affairs managed. 
Then it undid with one hand what it had done 
with the other by nominating a candidate who 
has shown in the past that he is opposed to 
nearly every one of the principles laid down 
by the convention. They demanded reform 
and then nominated an anti-reformer. 

The platform says: 

Discretion is vested in the corporate authori- 
ties to grant by ordinance what are ordinarily 
called franchises for the use and occupancy of 
streets, title to which is in the city for the benefit 
of the public. This discretion, abused at times, 
ought to be exercised under all circumstances for 
the general welfare, and no grant ought to be 


made which does not require as condition pre- 
cedent full compensation to the public for the 


privilege granted. 

Mr. Harrison is the man who gave away the 
Washington street tunnel without com pensa- 
tion to two individuals who were personally 
very near to him. He would have given away 
the La Salle street tunnel without compensa- 
tion but for the determined and successful op- 
position of Tus Tarsunz. The Council pro- 
ceedings during his successive administra- 
tions show an unending series of valuable 
franchises granted without compensation. 

The platform says the police force should be 
non-partisan. During Harrison’s administra- 
tions it was merely a political machine, paid 
by the city, whose chief duty was to suppor! 
its boss in his political contests. Disloyalty 
to him was treated as disloyalty to the city. 

The platform says that the special assess- 
ment system has been abused and if rebates 
have been granted.they have not been prop- 
erly returned.” It was while Mr. Harrison 
was Mayor and while no effort was bemg 
made to let the people who were entitled tu 
rebates know of their existence that William 
J. Gallagher, acting in collusion with City 
Hall clerks, presented forged orders and col- 
lected and pocketed rebates.

office he showed no signs of it, for he did noth- 
ing toward the erection of viaducts, the only 
way of making the crossings safe which was 
then thought of. 

The platform says that “the largest meas- 
ure of personal liberty consistent with the 
common good” is a necessity in this city. The 
candidate, regardless of the common good,“ 
gave to the gamblers who flocked here while 
he ruled the largest measure of personal 
liberty ”’ to pluck the pigeons that they could 
ask for. His only requirement was their sup- 
port at the polls. In spite of what the plat- 
form may say, the reélection of Harrison 
would be the restoration of the gamblers. 

One of the planks of the platform reads: 

Recognizing. a conspicuous honor conferred 
upon Chicago by its selection as the place -in 
which the Columbian Exposition will be held dur- 
ing the current year, it is the desire of the Demo- 
cratic party, feeling responsibility for the admin- 
istration of civic affairs, that its civic service 
shall be of the most efficient character, and that 
its physical appearance and its sanitary condi- 
tion shali be not only beyond reproach but shall 
attain excellence. Free public baths are a de- 
sirable hygienic aid. 

It is possible to see in this a reference to 
the cleaning of the streets and the removal of 
garbage. A subject of so much importance, 
and which is causing so much discussion, 
should not have been passed over in: this 
vague manner. But even if there had been a 
vigorous demand for clean streets and the cre- 
mation of garbage what would it have 
amounted to when followed up by the nomi- 
nation of Harrison, under whom the streets 
were always dirty and the alleys foul? 

The platform says tliat the interest on city 
funds should not be retained by the Treas- 
urer, but be paid into the City Treasury. 
When did Mr. Harrison during the eight years 
of his Mayoralty make an attempt to secure 
for the city the interest to which it was enti- 
tled? He has boasted that he secured a bond 
for tne present City Treasurer. What efforts 
has he made to induce him to pay over the 
interest? 

A good platform is an excellent thing when 
a man is nominated on it Whose past record 
is evidence that he will keep party plecges.

SCHOOL FADS AND THE CITY ELECTION. 
The platform adopted by the Democratic 


school fads: 

The common school system must be maintained 
in its integrity, and in order to assure the highest 
efficiency all the resource of that system in Chica- 
go should be devoted to provision for all comers 
of what is contemplated by the Constitution of 
Iilinois—a good common school education. Until 
full provision is made ia the primary grades for 
every child in Chicago applying for use of the 
common schools the school fuads ought not to be 
used for any purpose other than simple elemental 
education. When such provision is made it will 
lie within the discretion of the school authorities 
to provide means Of wider and higher education, 
but in such plan there is no room for those fads 
which the common sense of the community repro- 
bates as follies. 

This is an unequivocal disapproval of those 
foolish side studies which have been thrust 
into the schools to the injury of the pupils 
who have been deprived in part of the com- 
mon school, useful education the Constitution 
promises them. There is no reason to doubt 
the sincerity of the men who adopted this 
plank. The subject is one which they might 
have ignored with ease had they seen fit to 
do so. 

Nor is there any reason te doubt that this dec. 
laration meets with Mr. Harrison’s approval, 
The platform was presented and probably 
written by Mr. Donovan, one of his loyal ad- 
herents. This plank about school fads, which 
raises a new issue in local politics, certainly 
was submitted to and approved by Mr. Harri- 
son. He knows that this particular reform 
movement is very popular with the people, 
and he is shrewd enough to make the most he 
can outof it. He will tell the poor people 
that the foolish and expensive fads which 
have crowded their children out of the pchools 
or prevented their making the best use of the 
few years which are all they have in which to 

study will be abolished if he is elected.

be ignored by the other. It would be weak, 
cowardly, and an omen of defeat to do 80.

They 
sheuld put their promise to wipe them out in 
language so clear and unmistakable that they 
cannot slip out of it.

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL AND THE 
CANAL. 

The opinion of the Attorney-General regard- 
ing the use of a portion of the canal by the 
Drainage Trustees is a deliberate perversion of 
the meaning of the law and of the intent of the 
Legislature. There lies back of it that spirit of 
malignant hostility to this city on the part of 
certain valley people which thrust into the act 
provisions designed to make work under it 
impossible, and which, seemg that work has 
nevertheless been commenced, endeavors to 
delay its progress and add to its cost. 

The pettifogging position taken by Mr. Mo- 
loney is that while it was lawful for the Legis- 
lature to allow the trustees to use a portion of 
the canal, yet it said that none of it should be 
thus used unless it was necessary, and that 
the Drainage Trustees are not to be the sole 
judges of the existence of such a necessity, 
but that the Canal Commissioners have an 
equal right to sit in judgment on that point, 
and that if they cannot agree as to the neces- 
sity then some court must arbitrate between 
them. 

In the first place the law does not say that 
the trustees can enter upon and widen, deep- 
en, and improve any river, lake, or canal only 
when it is necessary. They are given a 
broad discrétionary power. The word ne- 
essary is used only in connection with the 
acquiring of a right of way through “ public 
property.“ The trustees are authorized to go 
into court, if they see fit, and condemn such 
property, as if it belonged to a private indi- 
vidual. The property referred to is that be- 
longing to municipalities, which the State 
does aot control, and not lands, etc., belong- 
ing to the State, over which the Legislature 
has direct control. 

The debates while the law was under con- 
sideration show that the members of the 
Legislature intended that the trustees should 
use a part of the canal if they wanted to. It 
was generally understood that they would do 
so. Nine out often people who understood 
the subject favored the canal route, not be- 
cause it was the necessary one, for there 
are other routes, but because it was the 
cheapest and best, its adoption saving the 
taxpayers several millions, 

Under the false interpretation put on the 
law by this incompetent Attorney-General, 
the Canal Commissioners, who have shown 
thus far only unfriendliness to the Drainage 
District, are to have a voice in selecting the 
route of the drainage channel, and are to de- 
cide whether it is necessary that the canal 
shall be used. ‘Lhough they are not elected 
by and do not represent the voters and tax- 
payers of the Drainage District, it is asserted 
that they can méddle in its affairs, and force 
the imposition of heavier. taxes on its resi- 
dents, by compelling the adoption of a cost- 
lier route. 

It is true that the trustees may appeal to 
the courts, but there is no time to be thrown 
away in that fashion. This spring and sum- 
mer should.be devoted to dredging and dig- 
ging, not to bills and answers. There is a 
shorter way out of this muddle, and that is 
for the Canal Commussioners to consent to 
the turning over of that part of the canal be- 
tween Summit and Bridgeport. If they are 
unwilling to do so, then the Governor, who 

made them and can unmake them, should 
order them todoso, The responsibility rests 
on him, This matter should be decided 
speedily. The contractors are waiting for a 


chance to get to work.

OUR HIGH BUILDINGS. 

The lecture delivered Tuesday night by Gen. 
William Sooy Smith, before the students of the 
political economy department of the North. 
western University at Evanston contains much 
food for thought 6n practical lines. The lectur- 
er spoke of the risk in using steel as a irame- 
work for tall buildimgs and the danger of 
placing them on imsecure foundations. He 
described the typical great building now go- 
ing up in Chicago as a gaunt skeleton of steel 
rising aloft, which is gradually clothed from 
story to story with a rigid flesh of stone and 
brick, tile and mortar, and with such integu- 
ment becoming a habitable edifice. 

The lecturer said that with each change of 
temperature the steel skeleton expands or 
| contracts and becomes a creeping, crawling 
thing, apparently striving to throw off its cloth- 
ing, especially if exposed to such heat as re- 
sults from the burning of great quantities of 
combustible goods stored in it,.or from the 
burning of neighboring buildings. ‘here is 
great danger from these, in spite of the means 
usually employed to protect the metal from 
heat—namely: the tile covering put upon it, 
for this covering will become so hot as to con- 
duct enough heat to the steel to expand it and 
crack off the tile. There may be steel build- 
ings in which the fireproofing was so well 
done that they will pass through ordinary fire 
without such failure, but if the steel becomes 
even moderately heated its stiffness will be 
measurably diminished, and the strength of 
the upright members so much reduced as to 
cause them to bend and yield to the unequal 
expansion of the horizontal beams due to the 
same change in temperature. In such case 
the building will be likely to come down with 
a crash. The Tribune building at Minneap- 
olis was utterly destroyed as a result of the 
expansion caused by heat. 

An unyielding foundation was insisted on as 
absolutely nepessary to the stability of these 
heavy buildings. Wherever it is practicable 
they should rest upon the rock, or at least on 
the hardpan immediately overiying it. Where 
rock ig found within easy reach the excava- 
tions can be made to it and the masonry or 
concrete foundation carried up from the rock 
without the use of piles. In the central and 
northern parts cf the city the soft materials 


at and near the surface are underlaid by rock 


at a depth of sixty to one hundred feet. The 
rock rises to the southward and westward, 
coming to the surface at points in the western 
and southwestern parts of the city. Ali these 
things should be duly heeded in the planning 
| Of 0 ane 15 the future if we w 
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was a memorable event in the history of the 
new navy. It will be one of the best and 
strongest battleships afloat. Though one- 
third smaller than the heaviest English and 
French war vessels of its class its armor is 
stouter and its battery is heavier. It will 
consist of four 13-inch and eight 8-inch breech- 
loading rifles, besides four Cinch rifles, six- 
teen 6-pounder and four 1-pounder fapid- 
fire guns, four Gatling guns, and six torpedo 
tubes, As compared with the heaviest vessel 
in the British navy the Boston Journal makes 
the following interesting statement: 

The Indiana's displacement is 10,200 tons against 
14,000 for the largest battleship of the British 
navy. The British vessel carries four 13-inch 

guns against four 13-inch for the American. Here 
— the British ship has slightly the advantage, but it 
en it is noted that to the Briton’s 
ch guns the American opposes eight 8-inch 
— four 6inch. In the secondary battery. too, 
the American shipis somewhat superior, mount- 
ing twenty 6-pounders, four 1-pounders, and two 
Gatlings, against sixteen 6-pounders and eight 3- 
pounders on the British ship. There are other 
pointsin which the Indiana marks an advance 
over her British contemporaries. The heavy guns 
of the American battleship are more thoroughly 
D and more easily worked, and she has 
the inestimable advantage of the new nickel ar- 
mor, instead of the softer materials still em- 
ployed abroad. 

The armor of the Indiana is the heaviest ever 
placed on an American war vessel, the thick- 
ness of the side belt being 18 inches. The 
engines and boilers are also specially pro- 
tected. It must develop a speed of 16 knots 
an hour and will carry 460 persons. Such are 
the prineipal details of this noble vessel. It 
was built to fight, and there can be no ques- 
tion it will give a satisfactory account of itself 
should the occasion ever demand it. The In- 
diana shortly will be followed by the Massa- 
chusetts, a sister vessel, also from the Cramps’ 
shipyard. The Oregon is also due this year, 
and both the latter vessels will have the same 
heaviness of armor and of guns, the same 
dimensions and motive power as the Indiana. 
All three are good and true Republican vessels. 
They were authorized by act of Congress June 
80, 1890. The contracts were awarded in 
November of that year, the Indiana and 
Massachusetts to Wiliam Cramp & Sons, 
the Oregon to the Union iron works of San 
Francisco. It was stipulated that they should 
be completed and ready for delivary on or be- 
fore the expiration of three years from the 
date of contract. They will be ready, and they 
will be signal illustrations of Republican 
nationality and patriotism. The Republican 
record will bear comparison with the narrow, 
illiberal, and unpatriotic attitude of the Demo- 
cratic majority. Mr. Herbert, the incoming 
Secretary of the Navy, has maguificent op- 
portunities before him. Can he or will he im- 
prove them? Will he de allowed to? 


DO NOT FORGET THE ALDERMEN. 

Much has been said about the importance 
of having a good Mayor, and comparatively 
little about the necessity of saecur:ng the largest 
possible number of decent Aldermen. If the 
legislative branch of the city government is 
corrupt or inefficient thé usefulness of a good 
executive is lowereda half. The Aldermen hold 
the purse strings. They vote the appropriations. 
Their concurrence is necessary to secure 
nearly every reform. . As, during the last part 
of Colvin’s administtation, the Reform Coun- 
cil put a stop to his extravagance and checked 
his misgovernment, so a dishonest or reckless 
Council can baffle many of the efforts of a 
good Mayor to give the people a better local 
government. 

Reform to be effectual must begin in the 
,wards as well as in the city at large. There 
are no signs as yet that any effort is bemg 
made to improve the quality of the members 
of the local legislature, The Democrats have 
held a city convention and adopted a plat- 
form wherein they promise good government. 
In sume of the wards they have nominated 
Alder nen who are a sorry lot. There is reason 
to believe that nearly all the Democratic 
Aldermanic nominees will be men who will 
look with amused contempt at the promises 
of the platform. 

Therefore it 1s essential that those who want 
good government this year should interest 
themselves in the Aldermanic as well as the 
Mayoralty question; that they should pick out 
good candidates and then vote for them. 
There is a pretty general feeling that the city 
ought to be decently cléan this year when it 
is to be so crowded with visitors. It will not 
be clean unless the voters exert themselves 
to get a good Council as well as a good Mayor. 

They will get neither unless they turn out 
and vote. There were 240,000 votes cast for 
President last November, being over a hun- 
direc thousand more than at the Aldermanic 
election the preceding April. It would not be 
astonishing if at next month’s election 50,000 
less votes were cast than last fall. If there 
should be such a shortage it would be because 
persons who call themselves prominent cit- 
izens”’ and leading business-men did not 
think it worth their while to go to the polls. 
If the people who say they want a good gov- 
ernment will vote it will be easy to elect de- 
cent Aldermen as well as a decent Mayor and 
reform the management of affairs. To elect 
a good Mayor only 1 to win but half the 
battle. 

The Republicans have not yet nomivated 
any Aldermen. They should be extremely 
¢eareful in their selections, They should not 
commit the mistake of picking out a good 
eandidate for Mayor and then tacking on his 
skirts a batch of tough Aldermanic candi- 
dates, so that the ticket will resemble a star 
actor in a company of barn-stormers. There 
are wards where it would be nonsense to think 
of running distinctively Republican cand. 
dates. In such wards—or in all the wards— 
all good men should come together and 
choose decent nominees. To negiect the leg- 
islative branch will be to commit a fatal 
blunder. So the work of picking out good 
candidates, irrespective of party, should begin 
at once.

ARE WE TO HAVE AN HONEST ELECTION?! 

It wae charged by Mr. Hesing in the recent 
Democratic convention ‘that the bailot-boxes 
were stuffed at the primaries the previous day 
by the primary election judges.

FOR SMOKE PREVENTION. 


in this city is not disposed to listen in silence 
to the verbal attacks made fy interested 
parties on its aims and motiv The Presi- 
dent of the organization addressed a letter to 
the Trade and Labor Assembly in reference 
to the asked-for appointment of a com- 
mittee by that body to investigate the work 
of the society. The President states that the 
officers will be glad to make an appointment 
to meet such committee, give all the informa- 
tion that may be desired, and afford every 
facility for the most thorough investigation. 
Then he states the case, for the benefit of 
those who may be ignorant of what the 
society is trying to accomplish, and does so in 
a way thatshould carry conviction to he 
mind of any honest doubter. 

The society emphatically disclaims any 
wish to interfere with*or lessen the consump- 
tion of soft coal. It fully recognizes the enor- 
mous value toour State and city of bitumin- 
ous coal, and that to interfere with its general 
use in Chicago would be destructive to some 
of the best interests of the city. Its principal 
aim and constant effort have been to convince 
the people that bitum mous coal can be burned 
without making smoke, When necessary its 
officers are pleased to have an opportunity of 
showing how this can be done, but no one of 
them, nor any manin the employ of the socie- 
ty, is directly or rémotely interested in any 
device or so-called smoke consumer what- 
ever. In the prosecution of its work the socie- 
ty has in many cases recommended to indi- 
viduals or corporations various devices to en- 
able them to burn bituminous coal without 
the production of black smoke, but there was 
not the slightest obligation upon any one to 
adopt any such suggestions otber than that he 
cease to commit a smoke nuisance, 

With the exception of a few small plants 
using low-pressure steam, mostly in &part- 
ment buildings, the ouly case in which the 
use of anthratite coal has been urged by the 
society is on the tugs operated within the city 
limits. The tug owners insisted that the de- 
vices recommended would injure their boilers, 
and that they could not avoid making smoke 
except by the use of anthracite, the extra cost 
of which they estimated at $75,000 per year. 
But last spring they advanced their towing 
charges, giving as a reason the plea that they 
would be obliged to burn hard coal, and this 
increase of charges more than* covered the 
extra cost claimed, So the tug owners have 
no cause to cry out they are hurt. If the re- 
orm did work them some pecuniary loss it 
would be small in comparison with the ad- 
vantage gained by abolishing the smoke 
nuisance. For, when burning bituminous 
coal, the tugs carry vast clouds of black 
smoke, thickly charged with soot, through the 
greater part of the city from north to south. 
The damage done by this tug smoke alone 
amounts to many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars per year and imposes a burden upon 
all the people of Chicago, as the swoke is at 
one time or another carried by winds into the 
houses of a great majority of the residents, as 
well as into the stores and offices of the 
business district. 

This inkormation about the tug owners 
places in a mean light the men who are said 
to be instigators of the attacks recently made 
on the society. The tug men are believed to 
be the ones who are endeavoring to stir up op- 
position by claiming the society is working in 
the interest of the anthracite coal combination 
and against that of the tug owners, dealers in 
soft coal, and of the men who mine it in this 
State. It would appear they have been actual 
gainers thus far, by imposing higher charges 
to cover the cost of expenses which they did 
not incur and now are striving to evade, 
Probably they will not get much consolation 
out of the inquiry the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly is askei to make, as that inquiry could 
only resulé in showing that the society is 
working for the best interests of all classes of 
our citizens.

Tun exports of merchandise from. the United 
States during January were valued at $67,660,- 
000, against $100,138,000 for the same month 
last year and $82,630,000 for January, 1891, 
As compared with a year ago there wasa de- 
crease of $16,700,000 in breadstuffs, $9,100,000 
in cotton, $1,700,000 n provisions, $700,000 in 
cattle, and $500,000 in oil, while the classes 
grouped as “minor exports” de- 
creased fully $3,600,000, Not only was there a 
marked falling off from the extra volume of 
exports a year ago, but with one excephion 
every class shows a reduction from the returns 
for January, 1891. And with this the imports 
show a large increase, from $62,720,000 in 
1892, to $83,775,000 in the 
month closing four weeks ago. The ex 
cess of merchandise imports over ex- 
ports for last January was $16,114,664, and it 
was nearly met by a flow of specie eastward 
across the Atlantic, Our net exports of gold for 
the month amounted to $12,219,804 and those 
of silver to $2,076,072. From this it may be in- 
ferred that the large outflow of gold was not 
due to a sending over of securities that had 
been held abroad by persons who wanted to 
realize in anticipation of a possible drop to a 
silver basis. 
to the fact of smaller crops all round, with 
lower prices for some articles, while the aug- 
mentation of imports, which have amounted 
to about $600,000,000 for the eight months end- 
ing with January, is traceable to the better 
buying power of the people due to the abun- 
dance of the crop yield in 1891. 


Asout three weeks ago the Paris corre- 
spondent of the London Financial Times 
wrote that the $2,500,000 in gold shipped from 
New York Feb. 4 about completed the total 
purchases necessitated by the taking over of 
the first portion of the issue of Austrian gold 
rentes—namely: Thirty million florins, The 
intention of the syndicate was understood to 
be to proceed to take on the second part 
of the option, being another thirty million old 
goid florins, against which fresh purchases of 
gold would have to be effected.

Hately, Cudahy, Geddes-Kirkwood, the Anglo- 
American, Allerton, Helmhoiz, Steever, and Bald- 
win bought pork, the last three taking lard as well 
as pork.. Kuxbaum and Schwartz-Dupee-McCor- 
mick bought ribs. : 

While the situation in grain shipping circles 
was practically unchanged the outlook was 
better. Some of the east-bound roads said that 
they will he ready to accept freight much more 
freely the first of nextjweek. _ 

Bears who had their attention called to the 
damage reports from the winter wheat fields at 
home said that it was too early to tell whether 
damage had been done or not and referred the 
bulls to the government pamphlet on the situa- 
tion in other grain raising countries where the 
condition is said to be uniformly favorable. 

„The fact that there only 150 cars corn predict- 
ed for Thursday cannot be taken as a bull 
argument,” said a member of a coinmission 
house. The receipts just now are light because 
a few of the Western roads refuse to bring in the 
through-billed grain owing to the inability of the 
east-bound roads to accept it.“ 

It looked as though some of the holders of May 
oats wanted to change them over to the more de- 
ferred deliveries rather than sell them at tne mar- 
ket. They offered to bay he premium for 
June in exchange and finally there was some 
changing at %c difference. March was changed 
to May at2%c discount for the seller of the 
month. t 

While the February receipts of flaxseed a year 
ago wera,three times as much as during last 
month t shipments for February. 1892, were 
really smaller than the outward movement dur- 
ing the month just closed. The inspected re- 
ceipts of 2 for Fabruary were 187.550 bu, 
against 556,000 bu one year ago. The shipments 
were 233,555 bu and 200,534 bu respectively. 

The Northwestern shortage in this market was 
materially increased in wheat yesterday. Houses 
with Northwestern connections were prominent 
sellers. There were selling orders here from the 
Northwest placed with houses known to be long 
for the purpose of inducing the belief that long 
wheat was being sold out. At the seme time 
most of the wheat thus sold went into the hands 
of clique brokers, and without the Hatch bill 
hanging over the market and the promise of se- 
vere damage by the recent weather matters do 
not look so dark for the combine.
